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Famous  Old  Stoughton  Musi- 
cal Society  Held  120th  An- 
nual “Sing”  at  Stetson 
Hall,  Randolph,  Yesterday, 


With  songs  of  "ye  olden  time”  the 
members  of  the  Old  Stoughton  Musical 
Society  ushered  in  the  new  year.  The 
society  is  the  oldest  organization  of  its 
kind  in  the  United  States  and  one  of 
the  oldest  in  the  world.  It  has  dis- 
tinguished itself  on  many  occasions, 
particularly  at  the  big  peace  jubileq  in 
Boston  in  1872  and  at  the  world’s  fair 
in  Chicago  in  1898. 

Yesterday  afternoon  the  members  held 
the  120th  annual  "sing”  in  Stetson  Hall 
at  Randolph.  For  90  years  the  annual 
event  was  held  on  Christmas  day,  but 
owing  to  the  fact  that  Christmas  is  be- 
coming more  of  a home  day  it  was  this 
year  deferred  till  New  Year’s. 

The  sing  was  thoroughly  enjoyed,  both 
by  the  participants  and  the  audience. 

The  gathering  was  called  to  order  at 
3:20  P.  M.  by  President  James  T.  Stev- 
ens of  South  Braintree.  The  annual  re- 
port of  the  secretary  and  treasurer.  Dr. 
Charles  C.  Farnham  of  Randolph,  was 
approved.  v-

Home  observances  in  that  town  the  last 
week  in  July,  and  the  matter  was  re- 
ferred to  the  executive  committee  for 
further  action.

The  society,  which  was  organized  In 
Stoughton  10  years  ago,  now  has  nearly  i 
500  members.  It  was  originally  formed 
to  include  residents  of  Stoughton.  Sha- 
ron, Canton  and  Randolph. 

After  the  business  meeting  a rehear- 
sal was  held  for  an  hour  and  was  led 
by  Chorister  Nelson  Mann.  Supper  was 
then  served  at  the  old  Howard  house. 

In  the  evening  th : regular  meeting 
was  held  and  the  hall  was  filled  to 
the  doors.  There  were  about  200  In  the 
chorus,  including  about  20  of  the  mem- 
bers as  an  orchestra.  The  soloists  of 
the  evening  were  Miss  Alice  Belcher  of 
Randolph,  soprano;  Mrs.  Harry  Lyons 
of  Randolph,  contralto;  B.  C.  Faunee 
of  Abington.  alto,  and  L.  Morton  Pack- 
ard of  Braintree,  basso. 

Selections  were  also  rendered  by  Miss 
Fannie  C.  Howard,  violinist;  Miss  Sa- 
die Langley,  'cello,  and  Cyrus  Corliss, 
piano. 

The  whole  was  directed  by  Chorister  1 
Nelson  Mann  of  Randolph. 

The  programme  consisted  of  the  songs 
of  the  old  days,  from  the  society’s  own 
book,  and  songs  of  the  peace  jubilee. 
The  entertainment  closed  with  the  sing- 
ing of  “America.”  The  performers  were 
liberally  applauded  tor  their  efforts.

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Robert  Burns  Festival 


The  anniversary  of  Burns’  birth- 
day comes  on  January  25,  just  one 
month  after  Christmas,  on  which 
occasion  the  Sharon  Historical 
Society  will  hold  a festival.

Several  of  the  shorter 
poems  of  Burns  will  be  read  by 
Mr.  John  R.  Anderson,  assistant 
manager  of  the  Boston  Floating 
Hospital,  and  other  songs  of  the 
plowman  poet  will  be  rendered  by 
Mrs.  Isabelle  H.  Stanley,  Mrs. 
Mary  A.  Potter,  Mr.  S.  Thomas 
Hall  and  Mr.  Albert  F.  Caswell. 
Light  refreshments  will  be  served 
consisting  of  Scotch  scones  and  a 
cup  of  tea  by  Mrs.  Kate  M.  Hew- 
ins  with  assistants. 

Some  of  the  citizens  are  giving 
themselves  now  to  a fresh  reading 
of  the  poems  of  Burns  and  it  may 
be  interesting  to  such  to  know  the 


names  of  the  pieces  that  will  be 
recited  or  sung  on  the  25th  of 
January.  Mr.  Anderson  will  read 
Rantin’  rovin’  Robin,  Epistle  to 
Davie,  To  a Mountain  Daisy,  To 
a Mouse  and  For  a’  that  and  a’ 
that.  The  songs  sung  will  be 
Robin  Adair,  John  Anderson  my 
Jo,  Ye  banks  and  braes  0’  bonnie 
Doon,  There’ll  never  be  peace  un- 
til Jamie  comes  hame,  Scots  wha 
hae  wi’  Wallace  bled  and  Auld 
lang  syne. 

By  familiarizing  themselves  with 
these  gems  of  poetry  the  audience 
will  be  the  better  pleased  with 
their  rendition  at  the  festival. 
Especially  are  all  persons  desired 
to  learn  the  music  of  the  air  “Hey 
Tuttie  Tattie”  which  it  is  said 
was  Robert  Bruce’s  mardh  at  the 
battle  of  Bannockburn  and  to 
which  was  written  by  Burns  the 
martial  ode  of  “Scots  wha  hae  wi’ 
Wallace  bled”.  The  music  and 
words  are  to  be  printed  on  the 
programs  which  are  obtainable  be- 
fore the  celebration.  The  com- 
mittee in  charge  expect  a full  chor- 
us of  voices  from  all  present  in 
this  song,  as  also  in  the  song  of 
Auld  lang  syne. 
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ROBERT  BURNS  FESTIVAL. 


A pleasing  festival  in  honor  of 
the  great  Scottish  poet,  Robert 
Burns,  will  be  hel'd  on  the  next  an- 
niversary of  his  birthday,  Thursday, 
January  25,  ujo(>,  in  the  upper 
town  hall  in  Sharon,  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Sharon  Historical  So- 
ciety. Plans  have  been  maturing 
for  some  time,  tine  first  announce- 
ment of  the  intended  celebration 
having  been  made  last  April  in  the 
printed  publication  of  the  society. 
By  a happy  coincidence,  the  date 
fixed  by  the  by-laws  for  the  quarter- 
ly meeting  in  January,  the  fourth 
Thursday  in  the  month  happens  in 
T906  to  coincide  with  the  147th 
anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Bums, 
one  of  his  songs,  “Auld  ang  Syne,” 
is  always  sung  at  the  close  of  each 
meeting. 


The  program  of  the  evening  in- 
cludes an  address  on  Bums,  the 
reading  of  half  a dozen  of  his 
poems  and  the  singing  of  as  many- 
more  of  his  songs,  to  be  followed 
by  the  serving  of  Scotch  scones  and 
tea.  The  orator  is  Rev.  Edward  A. 
Chase  of  Wollaston,  an  admirer 
of  tire  poet ; the  reader  is  John  R. 
Anderson,  assistant  manager  of  the 
Boston  Floating  Hospital,  who  is  a 
Scotchman  born  within  ride  shot 
of  the  home  of  Burns  ; the  singers 
are  Mrs.  Isabelle  H Stanley,  Mrs 


Mary  A.  Potter,  Mr.  S.  Thomas 
Hal!,  and  Mr.  Albert  E.  Casewell. 
Mrs.  Kate  M.  Hewins  will  serve  re- 
freshments assisted  by  a bevy  of 
winsome  lasses 


There  are  two  songs  fee  the  audi- 
ence to  sing  in  unison ; and  if  the 
obliging  audience  will  politely  com- 
ply with  the  wish  of  the  committee, 
the  grand  chorus  of  melody  will  lx* 
a marked  feature  of  the  festival. 
One  of  these  songs  is  “Auld  Lang 
Svr:e"  ; the  other  song,  not  as  famil- 
iar, "Scots  wha  hae  w i ’ Wallace 
bled.”  To  ensure  familiarity  with 
the  latter  song,  the  society  has  pro- 
cured the  music  and  words  to  be 
sterotvped  by  F.  H.  Gilson  Co., 
which  will  he  printed'  ini  the  pro- 
grams. It  is  very  important,  that 
all  intending  to  come  should  perfect 
themselves  beforehand  in  this  pat- 
riotic piece,  and  sing  the  words  at 
the  festival  in  a stirring  manner. 


WThe  entertainment  is  free  to  all 
comers,  and  not  a seat  is  engaged : 
so  it  may  more  confidently  be  urged 
upon  the  audience  to  assist  in  the  j 
celebration  in  every  way  that  they  | 
can.  One  other  way  is  to  read  up 
the  writings  of  Burns,  ami  to  let  a 
revival  of  his  poetry  occur  for  the 
next  two  weeks.  Still  another  help- 
ful matter  is  to  wear  the  plaid-  at  the 
festival.  The  Scottish  colors  wov- 
en in  the  various  plaids  in  different 
forms  as  neckties,  stocks,  sashes, 
rosettes,  shirt-waists*,  etc.,  will 
brighten  the  hall  and  quite  appro- 
prate  to  the  occasion.  Perhaps  some 
friend1  may  lend  a large  portrait  of 
Burns  or  picture  of  his  home,  to 
hang  upon  the  wall's. 

A little  inquiry-  or  reflection  will 
discover  in  Sharon  a considerable 
attachment,  in  name,  blood  or  sen- 
timent, to  Scotland ; for  all  do  not 
share  the  ignorance  of  the  head  of 
a department  in  a leading  Roston 
store  who  on  my  asking  for  dry- 
goods suitable  for  a festival  in  hon- 
or of  Robert  Burns,  innocently  ask- 
ed, “Was  Robert  Bums  a Scotch- 
man?” Many  names  suggest  Scot- 
tish connection,  as  Anderson, 
Chisholm,  Campbell,  Grant,  Hamil- 
ton, MacIntyre,  Shepardi,  Stuart, 
A Sharon  clergyman  in  his  Thanks- 
giving discourse  quoted  with  feel- 
ing from  Burns, 

"A  man’s  a man  for  a'  that." 

A Sharon  teacher  recalls  his 
mother's  reciting  from  memory  the 
whole  of  Tam  O Shanter.  An  ac- 
tress lately  visiting  in  Sharon  told 
me  that  her  great  uncle  was  the 
William  Simpson,  the  close  friend 
of  the  poet,  to  whom  by  name  the 
rhyming  epistle  is  addressed  com- 
mencing 

"I  gat  your  letter.  "Winsome  Win- 
nie.” 

Remembering  the  tribute  of  Sen- 
ator Hoar,  "Humanity  the  round 
world  aver  walks  more  erect  for 
w h-‘at  Robert  Burns  said  and  sung.’’ 
the  sympathetic  citizens  of  Sharon 
and  their  friends  can  make  a nota- 
ble celebration  ( m what  is  perhaps 
the  first  occasion  in  this  town  when 
a public  festival  is  held  on  the  birth- 
day of  Robert  Burns.

Through  Mr.  Tobey,  the  His- 
torical Society  is  able  to  announce 
on  its  program  for  Thursday  even- 
ing, January  25,  the  names  of 
Rev.  Edward  A.  Chase  as  orator 
and  Mr,  John  R.  Anderson  as 
Burns  reader.  Mr.  Chase  is  an 
ardent  admirer  of  the  Scottish 
poet  and  will  deliver  an  apprecia- 
tive address.  Mr.  Anderson  is  a 
native  of  Ayr,  the  home  of  Burns. 

“Auld  Ayr,  wham  ne’er  a town 
surpasses 

Forhonest  men  and  bonnie  lasses.” 
Throwing  his  whole  soul  into  his 
readings  from  Burns,  Mr.  Ander- 
son kindles  enthusiasm  in  his 
hearers.  A lady  lately  said,  “I 
have  heard  Mr.  Anderson  read  on 
two  occasions,  and  I would  go  50 
miles  to  hear  him  read  again.” 

Burns’  poems  readily  adapt 
themselves  to  music,  and  a num- 
ber of  them  will  be  sung  at  the 
festival  by  Sharon  voices,  Mrs. 
Stanley  will  sing  “Flow  gently, 


sweet  Afton  ; Mrs.  Hall  will  sing 
“Ye  banks  and  braes  o’  bonnie 
Doon,”  and  “There’ll  never  be 
peace  till  Jamie  comes  hame.” 
The  piece,  “John  Anderson  my 
Jo,”  will  be  rendered  by  Mrs. 
Stanley,  Mrs.  Potter  and  Messrs. 
Hall  and  Caswell.  The  entire 
audience  is  requested  to  join  in 
singing  “Scots  wha  hae  wi’  Wal- 
lace bled,”  and  “Auld  lang  syne.” 
The  music  and  words  of  the  for- 
mer song  are  printed  on  the  fourth 
page  of  the  program  ; and  all  are 
asked  to  familiarize  themselves 
with  the  same  before  the  anni- 
versary. Bernard  L.  Paine  is 
pianist. 

Assisted  by  a dozen  bonnie 
lasses,  Mrs.  Edmund  Hart  Hewins 
will  dispense  Scotch  scones  and 
tea  at  the  social  half  hour  with 
which  the  celebration  closes 
There  will  then  be  used  for  the 
first  time,  the  set  of  cups,  saucers 
and  spoons  presented  to  the 
society  by  ten  of  its  members.  To 
add  to  the  gaiety  of  the  evening, 
gentlemen  and  ladies  will  use  the 
Scotch  plaids  in  their  dress,  in  the 
form  of  sashes,  neckties  or  other- 
wise.

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NEW  YEAR’S  SING. 

At  Randolph,  on  Monday  might, 
the  O'M  Stoughton  Musical  Society 
conducted  its  annual  concert,  or 
‘‘sing”  in  Stetson  hall.  There  were 
a hundred  singers  and  an  orchestra 
of  twenty-five,  having  musical  in- 
struments of  ail  sorts.  With  strong 
and  beautiful  voioes,  in  perfect  time 
and  tuneful  accompaniment,  the  an- 
cient music  of  Willliam  Billings  and 
other  masters  of  song  were  very  im-  j 
pressive.  The  varied  sentinnertts  , 
of  the  words  to  which  the  harmony 
was  wedded,  were  felt  by  singers 
and  listeners.  “Child  of  Mortality’’ 
appealed  to  my  own  sensibilities. 
The  phase  “Child  of  Mortality” 
used  to  be,  in  some  households,  a 
pet  designation  of  a younger  mem- 
ber of  the  family ; and  one  may 
hear  in  the  music  of  the  piece  the 
tender  thoughts  condensed  in  that 
expression. 

Stetson  hall  is  an  imposing  struc- 
ture on  rising  ground,  built  in  1842, 
with  large  and  high  pillars  in  front. 

Here  the  meeting  of  several 
streets  forms  a pretty  square.  At 
one  side  of  the  open  space  is  the 
mansion  of  Dr.  Charles  C.  Farn- 
ham,  an  efficient  officer  of  the  musi- 
cal society.  In  sight  is  the  Turner 
library,  of  whAh  he  is  librarian,  a 


stone  building  bearing  the  date 
1874.  Other  buildings  at  this  spot 
are  the  Congregational  church  and 
the  Howard  House.  The  latter.  150 
years  old,  has  a brisk  young  land- 
lord and  wife,  whose  hospitality  I 
wish  to  acknowledge.  At  two  hours’ 
notice  they  gave  the  society  a good 
lunch. 

A handsome  thoroughfare  is  Main 
street,  with  large  elms,  broad  side- 
walks and  numerous  solid-looking 
residences.  The  neat  white  shutters 
at  the  windows,  the  big  chimneys, 
three  or  four  in  number,  rising 
above  the  roof,  the  fanciful  work  of 
ornamentation,  and  the  air  of  com- 
fortable, homelike  quarters  are  a 
pleasing  study  to  a transient  visitor. 
I went  by  the  Dr.  Wales’  house, 
standing  “somewhat  back  from  the 
village  street,”  with  its  square  front 
yard  nearly  filled  with  the  green 
box  plant  of  peasant  memory.  Ran- 
clolph,  a part  of  old  Braintree,  was 
set  off  as  a town  in  1793.  It  is  a 
good  field  for  a local  historical  so- 
ciety. 

An  invitation  to  the  Stoughton 
Musical  Society  to  give  a concert 
in  Sharon  during  next  Home  Week 
was  received  in  a polite  manner  and 
referred  to  the  executive  committee. 
Their  action  on  the  request  will  be! 
announced  later.

OBITUARY. 


Albert  Bullard,  one  of  the  oldest  citi- 
ze^.oj^this  town  died,  Sunday  after- 
noon^agetf  »2.  He  had  long  suffered 
from  the  effects  of  the.  amputation  of 
one  of  his  feet. 

Mr.  Bullard,  who  was  the  youngest 
of  the  fourteen  children  of  the  late 
.ur.  and  Mrs.  Silas  Bullard  of  Sharon, 
was  born  here  May  12,  1823,  and  lived 
here  until  he  was  21. 

He  had  an  excellent  war  record, 
having  enlisted  in  August,  1862,  in  Co. 
K,  33d  Mass.  Infantry.  He  participat- 
ed in  the  battles  of  Lookout  Moun- 
tain, Wahatchie,  Chancellorsville,  Get- 
! tysburg,'  Missionary  Ridge,  and  the 
battles  about  Chattanooga.  He  was 
badly  wounded  in  the  battle  of  Look- 
out Mountain. 

After  his  honorable  discharge  from 
the  army  Mr.  Bullard  resided  here  for 
a few  years  and  then  removed  to  Med- 


ford, where  he  resided  for  20  years, 
engaging  in  business  there.  On  the 
death  of  his  wife,  who  was  Miss  An- 
nie Baldwin  of  Boston,  ten  years  ago. 
Mr.  Buhard  returned/  to  Sharon,  where  | 
he  has  since  made  his  home  with  Mrs. 
Joseph  E.  Johnson  on  Depot  street. 
Mr.  Bullard’s  right  foot  was  amputated 
several  years  ago,  and  this  fact,  com-  j 
bined  with  his  advancing  years,  has 
left  him  practically  an  invalid  since 
that  time. 

Besides  Mrs.  Johnson,  Mr.  Bullard 
is  survived  by  the  following  sons  and 
daughters:  Mrs.  Walter  Cushing, 

Medford;  Mrs.  Charles  Bayly,  Bos- !

Dr.  Loring  W.  Puffer,  the  newly  se- 
lected president  of  the  society,  is  em- 
inently qualified  for  the  place.  Known 
all  over  this  section  and  the  State 
as  an  historian,  an  authority  on  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  old  Bridgewater  and 
upon  the  genealogy  of  its  pioneer  fam- 
ilies, his  writings  are  readily  recog- 
nized, even  without  the  familiar  signa- 
ture or  initials,  because  of  the  inti- 
mate knowledge  manifested  along 
these  lines.  He  has  been  a member 
of  the  Old  Bridgewater  Historical  So- 
ciety since  its  inception  and  has  spok- 
en before  members  several  times,  no- 
tably some  few  months  ago,  when  he 
gave  publicity  to  accurate  data  which 
proved  that  the  first  cannon  produced 
on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  were  cast 
in  old  Bridgewater. 

He  was  born  in  Stoughton,  Sept.  17, 
1828,  bub  notwithstanding  his  77  years 
he  is  to-day  as  vigorous  in  action, 
speech  and  thought  as  most  men  30 
years  younger.  Graduating  from  the 
Boston  Dental  College  in  1879  he  be- 
came a demonstrator  in  ’71,  an  assist- 
ant professor  in  ’72  and  a professor 
in  ’73.  For  many  years  he  practiced 
dentistry  in  this  city,  though  for  a 
number  of  years  he  has  devoted  him- 
self to  other  pursuits. 

In  ’54  he  located  in  Brockton.  Since 
then  he  has  lived  here.  He  was  the 
first  insurance  agent  in  the  town.  He 
identified  himself  with  every  public 
movement  that  promised  the  welfare 
of  the  city  and  took  an  active  part  in 
politics.  He  was  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  Brockton  Agricultural  Society, 
father  of  the  present  public  library, 
and  in  other  ways  prominent  and  use- 
ful. 

He  was  at  one  time  an  editor  and 
publisher  and  is  a member  of  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Press  Association,  Subur- 
ban Press  Association  and  the  Norfolk 
Club.  He  is  a member  of  the  National 
History  Society  of  Boston,  New  Eng- 
land Historical  and  Genealogical  So- 
ciety, Old  Colony  and  Merrimac  Val- 
ley Dental  Association  and  of  Paul  Re- 
vere Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  and  other 
Masonic  bodies. 

I Dr.  Puffer  has  been  a justice  of 
peace  since  ’54. 

In  ’56  he  was  married  to  Miss  Mar- 
tha Mary  Crane  Worcester.  Four 
children  were  born  to  them,  of  whom 
three  survive.

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Robert  Burns,  Festival. 


This  festival,  to  take  place  next 
Thursday  evening,  in  Sharon  town 
hall,  commemorates  the  147th 
anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Rob- 
ert Burns.  He  was  born  in  a 
two-roomed  cottage  on  the  banks 
of  the  Doon,  near  the  town  of 
Ayr  in  Scotland,  -Ian.  2 5,  1759. 
His  poetry  has  a wonderful  effect 
on  mankind,  in  its  teaching  hu- 
man sympathy. 

The  Scots  are  proud  of  their  old 
home,  as  they  should  be,  and  it  is 
their  boast  that  Scotland  is  the 
land  of  Burns.  But  all  intelligent 
persons  are  Scots  in  their  esteem 
for  the  musical  lives  of  the  Ayr 
shire  poet.  This  fact  appears  in 
the  interest  taken  in  the  coming 
celebration. 

There  will  be  a pleasing  variety 
in  the  exercises,  with  an  address 
by  Rev.  Edward  A.  Chase,  Read- 
ings from  Burns  by  Mrs. [Stanley, 
Mrs.  Potter  and  Messrs.  Hall  and 
Caswell.  The  audience  are  re- 
quested to  join  heartily  in  sing- 
ing “Scots  wha  hae  wi’  Wallace 
bled”  and  “Auld  lang  syne.”  The 
music  of  the  former  martial  piece 
is  printed  on  the  program,  and 
copies  of  it  are  distributed  in  ad- 
vance that  the  melody  may  be 
learned. 

Mr.  Anderson,  who  is  skilled 
in  talking  as  well  as  in  reading, 
will  arrive  in  Sharon  on  Thurs- 
day noon,  and  at  once  visit  the 
High  School,  where  lie  will  ad- 
dress the  scholars  and  any  friends 
who  wish  to  be  present,  between 
1 and  2 o’clock.  During  his  stay 
in  town  he  will  be  the  guest  of 
Mr.  John  G.  Pnillips,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Historical  Society. 
The  Corresponding  Secretary  will 
entertain  Rev.  Mr.  Chase  and  Mr. 
Rufus  B.  Tobey.  We  trust  that 
these  three  visitors  will  like 
Sharon  so  well  as  to  meet  together 
again  in  the  same. town. 

To  add  to  the  festal  character  of 
the  celebration,  a service  of  Scotch 
scenes  and  tea  is  provided.  The 


public  who  attend  are  requested 
to  wear  the  tartan  and  the  plaid 
and  show  the  handsome  Scottish 
colors  so  as  to  make  the  scene 
homelike  and  gay.  In  an  affect- 
ing passage  in  “The  Heart  of  Mid- 
Lothian,”  Jeanie  Deans,  who 
pleads  with  the  Duke  of  Argyle 
te  save  her  sister,  says  to  him, 
“I  judged  that  your  grace’s  heart 
wad  warm  to  the  tartan.”  And 
the  Duke  replies,  “You  judge 
quite  right,  I know  the  full  value 
of  the  sword ; and  MacCollum- 
more’s  heart  will  be  as  cold  as 
death  can  make  it,  when  it  does 
not  warm  to  the  tartan. 

The  celebration  which  com- 
mences at  8 o’clock  in  the  even- 
ing of  Jan.  25,  is  free  to  all,  and 
admirers  of  Robert  Burns  and  his 
writings,  will  be  pleased  with  the 
program  prepared  for  their  en- 
tertainment.

Robert  Burns  Festival.

The  Historical  Society 
exists  because  of  its  sympathy 
with  humanity,  and  its  purpose  to 
Jet  nothing  that  is  human  in  the 
past  or  the  present  escape  from  | 


the  records  of  time  ; and  ’tis 
worth  the  expenditure  of  an  even- 
ing’s hour  or  two  to  honor  the  one 
who  wrote  “A  man’s  a man  for  a’ 
that.”  Again,  the  Sharon  His- 
torical Society  always  closes  its 
quarterly  meeting  with  singing 
the  words  of  Burns  “Should  auld 
acquaintance  be  forgot.”  Last 
and  not  least  of  all,  the  fixed  date 
for  the  January  quarterly  meet- 
ing— the  fourth  Thursday — falls 
this  year  upon  the  anniversary  of 
Burns’  birthday.

SOCIETIES  AUXILIARY  TO  THE  STATE  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY  OF 

MISSOURI. 

Attention  of  local  Historical  and  Pioneer  Societies  is  called  to  the  provision 
in  the  Constitution  of  the  State  Historical  Society  of  Missouri  regarding  such  Socie- 
ties. 

Any  Society  in  Missouri  organized  for  the  purpose  of  gathering  and  preserv- 
ing facts  relative  to  the  history  of  this  State  and  of  its  individual  citizens,  may,  upon 
application  and  the  filing  of  a resolution  directing  such  application,  become  an 
auxiliary  member  of  the  Society,  be  represented  at  all  general  meetings  thereof,  by 
one  delegate,  and  make  a report  of  its  work  annually  to  the  Society. 

By  acting  under  this  provision  the  State  Society  and  the  local  Society  will 
both  be  benefitted,  and  at  the  same  time  the  latter  will  in  no  wise  lose  its  independ- 
ence. Many  of  the  counties  should  organize  county  Societies,  and  help  in  the  pres- 
ervation of  early  local  history,  before  the  sources  of  information  shall  have  passed 
away. 

The  following  quotation  is  given  from  a letter  written  by  the  Secretary  of  a 
local  Historical  Society  in  Massachusetts  that  it  may  be  an  incentive  to  the  organi- 
zation of  local  Societies  here. 

“Our  particular  work  is  limited  to  24  square  miles  and  2000  people  living 
here;  but  we  find  that  there  are  many  more  people  outside  of  our  town  w>ho  are 
greatly  interested  in  us  from  having  formerly  lived  here,  or  having  relatives  here, 
or  from  other  reasons  Moreover,  if  we  didn’t  do  our  local  work,  who  would  do  it? 
We  find  our  hands  full  in  taking  care  of  our  small  town,  and  are  constantly  making 
our  “discoveries” — not  worth  publishing  to  the  great  world  outside,  but  very  inter- 
esting to  those  concerned.  A series  of  outings,  or  rambles,  over  the  town 
[township]  during  the  past  year  has  proved  useful.” 

The  State  of  Pennsylvania  has  thirty-six  Historical  Societies,  and  they  have 
formed  a federation  for  the  benefit  of  all,  the  federation  being  adopted  because  in 
that  State  there  is  no  official  State  Society,  and  consequently  the  auxiliary  plan  not 
being  available.

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Robert  Burns  Night 


Every  one  was  pleased  with  the 
Robert  Burns  festival  held  in 
Sharon  Town  Hall  on  January  25. 
A man  from  “Auld  Aye,”  John  R. 
Anderson,  gave  fine  readings  and 
told  excellently  well  the  story  of 
an  American  band  concert  in  Scot- 
land. Burns’  interpretation  of 
peasant  life  was  well  treated  in  an 
address  by  Rev.  Edward  A.  Chase 
of  Wallaston.  The  historical  so- 
ciety is  much  indebted  to  these 
gentlemen  for  their  good  work. 

The  village  singers  performed 
admirably  and  responded  to  sev- 
eral encores.  Two  pieces  were 
sung  in  unison  by  all  present.  A 
sympathetic  accom  panist  was 
found  in  Bernard  L.  Paine.  Mrs. 
Edmund  Hart  Hewins  with  her 
corps  of  assistants  served  tea  and 
Scotch  scones  to  all,  in  the  social 
half  hour  which  closed  the  cele- 
bration. Efficient  helpers  were 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Downey. 

At  the  business  meeting  it  was 
voted  that  the  Sharon  Historical 
Soeiety  apply  for  membership  in 
the  Bay  State  Historical  League. 
A meeting  of  the  league  will  be 
held  on  Saturday,  February  17,  at 
2 o’clock  p.  m.,  in  the  chapel  of 
the  Boston  University,  12  Somer-^ 
set  street,  Boston.  Six  new  mem- 
bers were  elected  to  the  Sharon 
society;  — Louisa  Jones,  Nelson 
L.  Martin,  Mary  E.  Martin,  Willis 
A.  Shepherd,  Alice  M.  Shepherd, 
Robert  Tappan.  A resolution  on 
the  death  of  an  aged  member,  Mr. 
George  Rodney  Mann,  was  accom- 
panied with  brief  remarks  by  Col. 
Edmund  Hart  Hewins  and  Mr. 
George  Kempton.  The  latter  read 
some  lines  of  Burns  which  had 
been  treasured  by  Mr.  Mann. 


A vote  of  thanks  was  passed  by 
a rising  vote.  Mr.  John  G.  Phil- 
lips who  presented  the  motion  re- 
ferred not  only  to  the  names 
printed  in  the  program,  but  men- 
tioned also  Rufus  B.  Tobey  Esq., 
through  whose  good  efforts  the 
orator  and  reader  had  been  ob- 
tained. Mr.  Tobey  was  present 
and  made  a reply.  It  is  well 
known  to  the  public  that  Mr. 
Tobey  is  the  manager  and  Mr. 
Anderson  the  assistant  manager 
of  the  Boston  Floating  Hospital. 
The  annual  report  just  issued 
mentions  a Sunday  school  of 
Sharon  as  a contributor. 

Mr.  Tobey  gave  to  the  society  a 
copy  of  the  Tobey  Genealogy. 
Mr.  Charles  S.  Curtis  also  gave 
several  valuable  gifts.  One  of 
them  is  a full  program  of  rhetori- 
cal exercises  of  Stoughtonham 
Institute  in  1871,  giving  the 
names  of  56  students  all  having 
parts,  except  three  marked  ‘ex 
cused.”  Other  papers  are  an 
original  subscription  list  to  the 
Sharon  library  association  in  1857, 
with  constitution  and  by-laws,  and 
a sermon  against  duelling  preach- 
ed in  1806  by  Lyman  Beecher 
after  Aaron  Burr  had  shot  Alex- 
ander Hamilton  in  a duel.  The 
society  received  from  George  R, 
Mann’s  papers  the  lines  on  Burns 
above  referred  to.  The  commun- 
ity by  its  interest  in  the  society's 
doings,  by  its  gifts  and  furnishing 
names  for  membership,  greatly 
aids  the  Historical  Society.

John  Sergeant  Wise,  a prominent  lawver 
of  New  York  city,  is  to  be  among  the  spe- 
cial guests  of  honor  at  the  celebration  on 
Washington’s  Birthday  anniversary  by  the 
Massachusetts  Society,  Sons  of  the  Ameri- 
can Revolution,  and  on  the  evening  of  that 
day  will  be  the  guest  of  the  Sharon  His- 
torical Society.

FIRST  TOWS  NAMED  FOR  WASHING- 
TON 

The  Manchester  Union  claims  Jor  New 
Hampshire  priority  in  honoring,  in  town 
nomenclature,  the  Father  of  His  Country. 
It  sets  forth  that  the  New  Hampshire 
Legislature  in  December.  1776,  passed  "An 
act  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Washing- 
ton, formerly  Camden.”  Our  Washington 
in  Berkshire  dates  from  April  12,  1777,  and 
New  Hampshire  was  certainly  ahead  of 
Massachusetts  in  paying  this  tribute  to 
Washington.  The  action  of  the  two  States 
was  creditable  alike  to  their  patriotism  and 
to  their  perception,  for  neither  in  December, 
1776,  or  April,  1777.  were  all  Americans  a 
unit  in  their  estimation  of  the  commander- 
in-chief.  Says  the  Union,  describing  this 
interesting  event: 

Camden  was  already  an  incorporated 
town,  and  Joseph  Rounsevel  was  its  repre- 
sentative in  the  Legislature  which  thus 
expressed  its  faith  in  General  Washington 
in  one  of  the  darkest  periods  of  the  Revo- 
lutionary War.  The  news  that  a town  had 
been  named  in  his  honor  by  the  Legislature 
of  New  Hampshire  reached  him  only  a few 
days  before  he  made  the  bold  dash  across 
the  Delaware  on  that  Christmas  night  and 
revived  the  sinking  spirits  of  the  colonies. 
Since  then  the  name  of  Washington  has 
been  given  to  the  National  capital,  to  a 
noble  mountain,  to  a State,  to  thirty-one 
counties,  twenty-nine  towns,  and  to  heights, 
hollows,  gulches,  centres,  mills,  crossings, 
depots,  bars,  harbors,  islands  and  lakes 
almost  without  number,  but  not  one  or 
all  of  these  could  have  so  moved  the  heart 
of  the  patient  patriot,  who  knew  that  he 
was  beginning  to  be  distrusted,  as  did  the 
news  of  the  unexpected  tribute  from  New 
Hampshire  in  the  gloomy  days  toward  the 
end  of  December,  1776. 

But  in  the  course  of  the  Union’s  article 
there  are  afforded  two  occasions  for  pro- 
test. The  Transcript  had  no  intention  of 
lapsing  into  ^’the  patronizing  air  character- 
istic of  Massachusetts”  in  saying  that 
Mount  Washington,  the  mountain,  "is  sup- 
posed to  have  received  'its  name  about 
1784.”  The  assertion  was  made  on  the 
authority  of  Sweetser.  who  says  the  name 
is  found  in  Dr.  Cutler's  MS.  of  1784,  "and 
It  is  probable  that  it  was  given  at  that 
time  and  by  Cutler’s  party.”  Again,  we 
must  protest  against  New  Hampshire 
monopolizing  the  renown  of  Alexander 
Scammel,  for  while  it  is  perfectly  true  that 
he  was  chosen  colonel  of  one  of  the  bat- 
talions raised  by  the  New  Hampshire  Legis- 
lature in  November,  1776,  in  response  to 
the  urgent  request  of  Washington  for  more 
men,  lie  was-  by  birth  and  upbringing  a 
Massachusetts  man.  He  was  born  in  that 
part  of  Mendon  now  included  in  Milford, 
about  1746,  graduated  at  Harvard  in.  1769, 
taught  school  in  the  Pilgrim  towns  of 
Plymouth  and  Kingston,  and  did  not  go  to 
New  Hampshire  until  1771.  In  that  State 
he  was  an  associate  of  Sullivan  and  other 
patriots  in  their  daring  enterprises.  New 
Hampshire  does  well  to  honor  him,  and 
Massachusetts  should  not  forget  him,  for 
he  was  among  the  choicest  spirits  she  con- 
tributed to  the  patriot  cause.

siderable time  in  their  home  town. 

Illumination  night,  a big  feature  in  the 
past,  will  be  Wednesday  evening,  July 
31.  On  the  following  day  the  old  Shar- 
on Center  school  association  will  hold 
its  annual  reunion  in  the  Unitarian 
church,  Friday,  historical  day,  will 
see  the  historical  society  in  charge  of 
the  exercises.  There  will  be  an  aftor- 
noon  tea  and  informal  reunion.  In  the 
evening  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
society  will  be  held  in  town  hall.

After  the  business  session  the  members 
present,  nearly  an  hundred,  listened  to  an 
intresting  lecture  by  W.  Prentiss  Parker  on 
“Old  Roxbury  Houses.”  The  Historical  So- 
cieay  is  in  a very  flourishing  condition,  and 
last  night  voted  in  a dozen  new  members. 
An  exhibiton  if  historical  articles  will  be 
held  by  the  society  in  the  near  future. 


Deborah  Sampson  served  in  the  rank* 
of  the  revolutionary  army  for  three 
years  under  the  name  of  Robert  Shurt-  i 
leff,  and  it  was  only  because  she  had 
been  sent  to  the  hospital  suffering  from 
brain  fever  that  it  was  discovered  that 
she  was  a woman. 

There  was  no  better  soldier  than 
"Robert  Shurtleff''  while  he  was  in  th* 
service.  Among  his  comrades  he  waa 
known  as  uncommonly  fearless.  “Rob- 
ert Shurtleff"  was  a private  in  the  4th 
Mass  regt,  and  volunteered  in  several 
hazardous  enterprises.  In  action  h* 
showed  unusual  coolness. 

It  was  a great  surprise  when  it  was 
discovered  that  “Robert  Shurtleff”  wa* 
a woman. 

For  Deborah  Sampson,  when  this  dis-  , 
covcry  was  made,  nobody  had  anything 
but  the  highest  esteem.  Naturally  iarga 
of  frame,  and  accustomed  to  severs 
toil,  Deborah  Sampson  at  18  years  of 
age  was  as  strong  as  any  young  fanner 
in  the  vicinity  of  her  home. 

It  was  in  1778  that  she  resolved  to 
disguise  herself  and  enlist  in  the  con- 
tinental army.  She  was  moved  by  an  i 
intensely  patriotic  impulse,  and  it  re- 
quired much  determination  for  her  to 
carry  out  her  plan. 

She  did  not  know  where  she  could 
obtain  a suit  of  male  clothing,  and  sho 
had  to  resolve  at  last  to  make  such  a 
suit.  3i:t  she  had  no  money  with*  which 
to  buy  the  cloth.  For  two-  terms  she 
taught  school  to  obtain  the  money,  and 
when  she  had  earned  enough  to  buy 
the  cloth  she  made  a suit  of  mala 
clothing  in  which  she  was  dressed  when 
she  applied  to  enlist  as  a private. 

She  was  accepted,  and  for  three  year* 
she  escaped  all  suspicion.  It  might 
have  been  supposed  that  a woman, 
after  being  severely  wounded,  would 
disclose  her  secret,  but  Deborah  Samp- 
son in  a skirmish  near  Tarrytown  re- 
ceived a sabre  cut  on  the  temple,  and 
fout  months  later  she  was  shot  through 
the  shoulder.  ' 

She  had  the  fortitude,  however,  to  ad- 
here to  her  purpose  to  fight  for  her 
country.  It  was  in  the  Yorntown  cam- 
paign, before  the  great  victory  that 
practically  ended  the  war,  that  Deborah 
Sampson  was  discovered.  She  had  been 
sent  to  the  hospital  in  Philadelphia,  and 
as  she  was  suffering  with  brain  fever 
she  was  unconscious  and  could  not 
continue  the  deception. 

The  surgeon  half  her  sent  to  his  own 
home,  and  when  she  recovered  he  no- 
tlfled  the  commander  of  her  company, 
wo  That  officer  sent  Dehprah  to  Gen  Wash- 
ington with  a letter. 

The  commander- in-chi  of  received  the 
young  woman  without  saying  a word, 
but  he  gave  her  an  honorable  discharge 
- and  placed  in  her  hand,  without  having 
broken  silence,  a purse  of  money  and  a 
note  containing  good  advice.

Sadden  Death  of  the  Cnshler  of  the 
New  England  National  liank 


Arthur  C.  Kollock,  for  more  than  fifty 
years  connected  with  banks  in  this  city  and 
for  the  past  forty-four  years  with  the  New 
England  National  Bank,  of  which  for  some 
time  he  had  been  cashier,  died  suddenly 
yesterday  morning  at  his  home  in  Hyde 
Park.  He  had  been  ill  for  about  three 
recovered  that  he  expected  to  return  to  his 
office  at  the  bank  in  the  Equitable  Build- 
ing. Yesterday,  wholly  without  warn- 
ing, he  died  from  the  effects  of  a clot  of 
blopd  on  the  heart.  Jo*  (S'*  1^49 

Mr.  Kollock  was  born  in  Canton  and  was 
seventy-one  years  of  age  on  Aug.  18  last. 
He  was  the  son  of  Jeremiah  Kollock.  who 
was  of  Sharon.  Mr.  Kollock  as  a boy  at- 
tended the  public  schools  In-  Sharon,  and  af- 
terward was  for  a time  in  the  store  in  that 
town,  from  which  he  went  to  the  Eliot 
National  Bank,  this  city,  as  a clerk,  more 
than  half  a century  ago.  He  remained 
there  for  several  years  and  in  18G4,  forty- 
four  years  ago,  he  went  into  the  employ 
of  the  New  England  National  Bank  as  re- 
ceiving teller,  which  position  he  held  until 
1S71.  then  becoming  paying  teller,  and  re- 
mained as  such  until  1902.  when  his  faith- 
ful service  was  recognized  by  placing  him 
in  the  office  of  cashier  of  the  bank,  which 
he  was  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

By  all  the  officers  and  others  or 
the  bank  staff  Mr.  Kollock  -was 
greatly  beloved,  and  they  speak  most 
affectionately  of  him  and  his  faith- 
ful loyalty  to  the  bank’s  interests,  of 
his  industry  alw'ays,  and  activity,  which 
did  not  In  the  least  abate  with  advancing 
years,  and  they  found  him  of  most  genial, 
lovable  temperament. 

His  long  connection  with  the  bank  made 
him  widely  known  in  banking  circles,  not 
only  in  Boston,  but  in  many  other  places. 

I He  was  a member  of  the  Bank  Officers’  As- 
sociation, and  in  Hyde  Park,  where,  he  long 
had  lived,  he.  had  served  as  chairman  of 
the  finance  committee  of  the  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Association  of  that  town.  He  be- 
longed to  the  Congregational  Church  in 
Canton,  and  never  severed  his  connec- 
tion with  that  society,  even  when  he  moved 
to  Hyde  Park. 

Mr.  Kollock’s  wife,  who  before  her  mar- 
riage was  Miss  Martha  Watts  Brewster  of 
Canton,  died  about  six  years  ago.  He 
leaves  two  sons,  Edwrard  P>.  Kollock  and 
William  B.  Kollock,  both  of  Hyde  Park  an.l 
both  business  men  of  this  city,  and  a daugh- 
ter, Miss  Caroline  B.  Kollock,  who  lived 
with  her  father.

Janies  E.  Leach,  Lawyer,  a Victim  of 
Apoplexy 

Jame3  E.  Leach,  a well-known  Boston 
attorney,  with  an  office  at  35  Congress 
street,  and  whose  home  was  in  Brookline, 
died  suddenly  on  Wednesday  at  the  Hotel 
Manhattan  'in  New  York  city  from  a 
stroke  of  apoplexy.  A graduate  of  Brown 
University,  he  was  admitted  to  practice  in 
1876,  had  been  president  of  the  Brown  Uni- 
versity Alumni  Association,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Brae-Burn  and  University 
clubs  and  Rensre  Lodge  of  Masons.  He 
married  Alice  N.  Frye,  a daughter  of 
James  N.  Frye,  an  old-time  Boston  mer- 
chant. and  is  survived  by  a widow  and  two 
children.  Mr.  Leach  was  a brother-in-law 
of  Judge  Braley  of  the  Supreme  Court.

“What’s  in  a Name.” 

In  the  year  1880,  the  writer  of  this 
sketch  purchased  a house  lot  in  the 
western  section  of  Medford,  Mass.,  and 
erected  a cottage,  to  which  in  process 
of  time  he  came  to  reside,  with  the 
wife  he  had  married  the  day  preceding 
his  purchase.  The  new  home  thus 
established,  was  located  upon  a broad 
open  plain,  then  almost  destitute  of 
trees,  and  was  almost  the  first  to  be 
built  in  the  development  of  an  unoc- 
cupied territory. 

The  locality  is  now  traversed  by  a 
dozen  streets^  a broad  avenue  with 
double  tra  ’-'.n  the  “broom sti'-'v 


Bit  it  may  be  of  interest  to  Sharon 
people  to  know  that  two  Sharon  boys 
gave  it  its  name,  in  loving  remem- 
brance of  the  old  home  town,  that  they 
were  almost  the  first  dwellers  on  its 
border,  and  have  been  among  our 
city’s  honored  and  respeeted  citizens. 
It  is  well  just  here  to  say  that  Elijah 
G.,  and  Warren  T.  Morse  are  their 
names  ; and  they  for  years  were  en- 
gaged in  business  in  Boston,  under  the 
firm  name  of  Morse  Brothers,  the 
same  business  now  being  conducted 
by  the  Morse  Paper  Box  Company. 

At  the  time  of  their  coming  to  Med- 
ford, its  western  section  was  without, 
any  church  organization,  and  there 
were  also  no  social  or  fraternal  so- 
cieties. 

When  in  1873,  steps  were  taken  for 
the  building  of  the  first  church  edifice 
— Trinity  Methodist  Episcopal — the 
brothers  exhibited  a kindly  and  help- 
ful interest  in  the  enterprise,  although 
themselves  of  a different  faith,  and  as- 
sisted the  same  by  counsel,  financial 
help  and  attendance  upon  the  Sabbath 
services ; one  serving  on  the  building 
committee,  the  other  on  the  first  board 
of  trustees  as  its  chairman,  a trt.1/ 
broad,  liberal  and  catholic  spirit, 
which  was  by  no  means  unappreciated 
by  the  little  band  of  workers  of  Trinity 
church  ; and  one  worthy  to  be  followed 
elsewhere  by  others,  regardless  of  de- 
nominational lines,  for  the  commun- 
ity's good.  And  when  in  later  years 
the  First  Parish  [Unitarian,]  of  Med- 
forcl  erected  a new  stone  church,  on 
the  site  of  theirs  destroyed  by  fire, 
the  younger  brother  did  excellent  ser- 
vice on  the  building  committee,  thus 
honorably  serving  his  own  church  and 
people. 

At  the  time  when  the  residents  of 
West  Medford  desired  separation  from 
the  old  town,  the  brothers  were  in 
favor  of  the  same  ; but  when  it  becam< 
apparent  that  the  new  town  o 
“Brooks”  was  not  to  be,  but  ths 
Medford  was  to  become  a city,  lik 
others  they  gracefully  accepted  tl 
situation,  and  like  good  citizens  lo 
ally  supported  every  measure  for  goc 
government.

train,”  and  abo  by  the  Mystic  Valley! 
Parkway.  Four  church  edifices  are  j 
now  in  use  thereon,  [two  having  been 
outgrown,]  and  two  school  houses  are 
insufficient  to  supply  the  needs  of  the 
younger  children  within  its  limits.  The 
latter  are  situated  on  the  street  where 
the  writer  lived,  and  the  name  of 
’ which  is  the  excuse  for  the  present 
writing.  This  sirett  was  shown  on  the 
plans  by  the  horn  red  name  of  Win- 
throp  ; and  were  it  continued  across 
the  river  a little  way,  would  reach  the 
spot  where  the  fiist  colonial  governor 
so  long  ago,  passed  a lonely  October 
night  gathering  wood  for  a fire  to  cheer 
the  forest’s  gloom,  singing  psalms,  and 
patiently  awaiting  the  morning’s  dawn. 

In  the  spi  ing  of  ’ 7 2,  two  other  young 
men  purchased  land  on  the  same 
street,  but  lronting  on  the  ancient  | 
highway,  ov*r  which  Paul  Revere  gal- 
loped and  the  minute  men  followed 
on  the  historic  morning  of  April  19, 

J 1775.  It  was  the  writei’s  fortune  to 
plan  and  erect  a dwelling  for  these 
brothers,  and  to  make  the  acquaint- 
ance of  both  them  and  their  estim- 
able companions,  and  to  form  friend- 
ships only  severed  when  the  wife  of 
the  elder,  and  in  a later  year,  he  him- 
self passed  over  to  the  great  majority. 

In  that  dwelling  still  resides  the 
younger  brother  and  his  good  wife, 
their  home  made  lively  at  times  by  the 
visits  of  the  little  folks  to  grandpa’s 
house,  for  thirty-four  years  have  passed  I 
away  since  the  two  young  men  first  j 
dwelt  there. 

These  brothers  and  the  writers  were 
not  the  only  ones  to  establish  homes 
on  the  open  plain,  and  it  soon  began 
to  be  dotted  here  an  d there  with 
houses,  and  the  village  to  grow.  So 
when  Winthrop  street  came  to  be  ac- 
cepted as  a town  way  by  “old  Med- 
ford”— we  mean  the  town— for  the 
other  Old  Medford  is  no  longer  made  — 
it  w-as  found  necessary  to  change  the 
name,  as  there  was  already  a Winthrop 
street  in  town.  Then  it  came  about, 
that  among  the  names  mentioned  for 
the  new  street,  these  brothers  suggested 
t.  e name  of  their  old  home  town — 
Sharon, — and  being  favorably  received  1 
it  has  for  thirty-two  years  borne  the 
name  of  Sharon  street. 

At  an  accidental  meeting  in  Boston 
with  a citizen  of  Sharon,  and  a casual 
mention  to  him  of  some  of  the  fore- 
going facts,  the  writer  was  asked  to 
prepare  something  relative  to  it  for  the 
“Scrap  Book”  of  the  Sharon  Historical 
Society. 


Of  the  street  itself,  there  is  little  1 
to  interest  Sharon  people.  It  is  laid 
out  in  a straight  line  from  the  old 
coi  n y road  [connecting  Medford 
with  Arlington]  southeastealy  to  Mys- 
tic river ; a little  more  than  a quarter 
mile.  It  is  forty  feet  in  width,  is  well 
graded  and  built,  supplied  with  water 
n a ns  and  sewer,  and  in  the  portion 
first  built  upon,  is  shaded  with  maples, 
that  form  an  arching  vista  of  beauty. 

It  is  crossed  by  three  streets  and 
joined  by  one  other,  and  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  two  school  houses  men- 
tioned and  a small  factory  near  the 
river,  is  entirely  a residential  street, 
mainly  of  single  dwellings,  occupied 
by  an  excellent  class  of-citizens. 


, favorably  known  in  other  circles, 
r especially  lovers  of  nature,  and 
adepts  with  the  rod  and  gun,  yet  in 
the  home  life  and  the  society  of  friends 
the  brothers  found,  and  one  still  finds 
the  truest  pleasure  and  satisfaction. 

There  is  a saying,  “Old  books,  old 
wine,  old  friends.”  Because  of  the 
friendship  formed  so  long  ago,  and 
still  continued,  it  is  a pleasure  to  ac- 
cede to  the  request  of  a Sharon  man 
to  write  of  our  “Sharon  Street,”  and 
how  it  received  its  name  ; to  add  this 


I tribute  to  the  memory  of  those  gone 
I before,  and  to  the  worth  of,  and  best 
wishes  of  those  still  with  us— the  “old 
friends”  who  were  its  sponsors.
